FIVE ITALIANS UNDER ARREST 


Discovery of the Body Causes Great" 


Excitement In New Orleans, Mob 
Violence Be ng Feared — Suspect 
Gives Details of the Death of th» 
Victim—Developments In the C; 


Xew Orleans. June 24 —The head- 


less body'of Waller Las&na. an Italian 
boy. between 7 and & years of age; 
who was" kidnaped two weeks ago 
and held for $6.000 ransoea. was found 
by police and vigilantes in a swamp 
near here. He had been strangled to 
death, according to the confession of 
one of several Italians held by the 
police. The bo>"s neck is supposed to 
have been broken when he was stran- 
gled, causing the head to become sev- 
ered from tiie body when decomposi- 
tion set in. The head was found * 
short distance from the body. 


The murdered boy was found near 


St. Rose, about 20 miles from Xe* 
Orleans. Sweating process wrung m 
confession from one of the suspects, 
who was taken from his home in St_ 
Rose and earned into the woods by 
a combined force of the officials and 
vigilames who have had the searcb 
in charge. This man. Ignazio Cam- 
pigniciano, was kept in the woods an 
ioar. when he confessed, charging 
Tour Italians with the murder. He said 
tLat about the time of a mass meeting 
n Xew Orleans, more than a week 
ago, held for the purpose of prosecut- 
ing a search for the boy. these men. 
who were in a vacant house in Si- 
Rose, became frightened and consult- 
ed about what to do with the child. 
The boy was crying, begging to be 
taken home to his parents, said Cam- 
pigniciano, and one of the quartet ol 
ndnapers grabbed the child and stran- 
gled him to death to stop his noise. 
Later two of the kidnapers, he said, 
caine_ to him carrying the body in a 
)lanket. and after threatening him 
with death if he told, took the body 
nto the swamp. 


Five Italians, two of them women 


are under arrest charged with being 
accomplices to the murder, and extra 
details of police and deputies are 
maintaining order in the excited Ital- 
an quarter of the city. Small crowds 
have beea dispersed promptly by the 
police, despite whose precautions a re- 
port has gotten out summoning a mass 
meeting at Elk place. Seventy armed 
deputies have been placed on guard 
at the Orleans parish prison, the 
strongest £a the state, where three o£ 
lie prisoners are held, and some ap- 
prehension has been felt over the 
safety of the two other prisoners, who 
were taken to an adjoining parish. 
Seldom since the Mafia Irnchings, 16 
vears ago. has Xew Orleans been 
stirred with threats of violence as to- 
day, and some of these threate are 
made by those who participated in the 
disorders at that time. The law and 
order element is much stronger than 
t has been heretofore, a large num- 
>er of leading citizens of all nation- 
alities and the city's leading commer 
cial leaders having pledged them- 
selves to prevent violence.
